Since our inception as a nation, 
the proudest boast of our American 
Republic has been its guarantee of 
civil and religious liberty. 

That guarantee is written into our 
Constitution. It is the first article 
in our Bill of Rights. It is the lode- 
stone that has attracted to our 
shores, through successive decades. 
men of faith and character. 


It is inextricably woven into the 
whole American tradition. 

Above all things, it is that guaran- 
tee which differentiates life in Amer- 
ica from life under the new 
European dictatorships, whether of 
individual men or of favored groups. 
It remains a keystone of the struc- 
ture which protects free democracy 
from the assaults of intolerance and 
oppression. 

The citizens of our young Republic 
recognized all this when they wrote 
into the Federal Constitution a dic- 
tum that: 


“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of relizion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press; or the right 
of the people peaceably to assemble, 
and to petition the government for 
@ redress of grievances.” 

Modern Americans must recognize 
it too, and continue—as did their 
fathers—the defence of this national 
tradition from threats in any form, 
or from any source. 

External vigilance remains today, 
as in the era of the Founders, the 
inexorable price of liberty. 

And to that high ideal of liberty— 
both of action and of spirit—Amer- 
ica still is dedicated.
